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LIBRARY REPORT SHOWS 


MANY BOOKS ARE USED 


Circulation reports of tile Sierra 
Madre public library fur the past year 
show that the equivalent of one vol¬ 
ume a month was loaned to every man, 
woman and child In Sierra Madre, 
based on the 1910 census report. How¬ 
ever, the 1910 census figures are now 
too small and the number of library 
card holders Is only about half the 
population. So the figures fail except 
as a basis of comparison. The annual 
report of the local library to tlie state 
librarian contains some Interesting lig- 
ures. 

Total circulation during the library 
year from July 1, 1912, to June 30, 1913, 
was 10,445. Of this total 19,778 were 
bound volumes and 4,(1117 unbound pe¬ 
riodicals and pamphlets. 

During the year 529 new books have 
been added, In addition to the accumu¬ 
lation of about 45 of the best weekly 
and monthly periodicals. The total 
number of volumes In the library Is 
now 4,279. 

Expenditures during the year 
amounted to $1,052.39. The receipts 
from taxes were $1,445.31, the apparent 
overdraft being due to the fact that 
the library year llxed by the state li¬ 
brary does not coincide with the city's 
tax year and some of the heavy expen¬ 
ditures of two city tax levies fell with¬ 
in tlm one library year. The expendi¬ 
tures were distributed as follows: 1-i- 
brarlan, janitor, etc., $592; Books, 
$592.12; Periodicals, $104.50; station¬ 
ery and supplies, $19.25; furniture and 
equipment, $28.95; beat, light and wa¬ 
ter, $18.57; insurance. $87.60; building 
and grounds. $182.50.

Aside from their value as timber pro¬ 
ducers, forests serve many Important 
purposes, the most important of which 
is the conservation of our water sup¬ 
ply. Forests store the waters with 
which tbe valleys are irrigated. The 
forests are the great natural storage 
reservoirs. 

They are better than levees for the 
prevention of floods, for were it not 
for tin great forest covers of the Sierra 
und vast foothill regions tributary to 
the Saeramenlo and San Joaquin Val¬ 
leys, the orchards, farms, cities and 
villages in the trough of i nch valley 
would la washed away with the first 
appearance of warm spring rain on 
tile snow-clad forest less mountains and 
hills.

The first step is to control the cut- 
I ting of timber by prohibiting destrue- 
I tion of immature growth. Then com¬ 
pel lumbermen to dispose of the slash, 
i and prohibit its being left to lie on tho 
j ground a constant fire menace to the 
j reproduction of the forests. 

The next step, and one which should 
be taken at tile same time as the first, 
is a sort of jump—is to provide for 
compute fire patrol of the forests and 
wooded areas during the dry slimmer 
months, organize County Forest Pro¬ 
tective Associations financed by the 
■minty and state jointly, and to In 
utilized to stamp out fires before tin y 
become "forest fires.” 

With the timberland owners com- 
I oiled by a simple, stringent, direct 
law. and with fire fighting facilities 
perfected, the last step can lie under¬ 
taken. 

It is replanting, or artificial forests 
tion. By this means the cutover lands 
now denuded anil upon which chapar¬ 
ral and greasrwond have encroached, 
can he reforested. 

Tills work can be done by the paid 
-Lite firewardens and tin patrols. The 
state could supervise the work and 
furnish extra crews during the planting 
season, and furnish other cre\\4s--aifH 
none of them need he large—for the 
production of the young trees at a 
state nursery. 

A tract of a few hundred acres would 
be sufficient to produce all the young 
trees needed. ;tnd within i decade every 
uere of land upon which a former for¬ 
est stood, hut is now nude, could he re¬ 
planted. 

Tho pine species could he renewed by 
planting the seeds which the wardens 
mil patrolmen could gather as the 
forest rangers now do for the govern¬ 
ment—during the fall months. 

This general plan is not an elabor- 
ite one. It is simple and direct, and 
would cost the state not more than 
$100.(910 a year f ir the first few years, 
and ill the end produce millions in rev¬ 
enue and save other millions by the 
prevention of Hoods and tile saving of 
crops. 

There is no sentiment in conserva¬ 
tion of the forests. It is a clear-cut, 

■ impli business proposition which the 
state must face. The wood-using In¬ 
dustries, the farming and horticultural 
Industries and the timber industry are 
too valuable to he yyhistied away with 
indifference. 

It Is about time that the people of 
California o|u ti their eyes to this dan¬ 
ger. and use the power of public de¬ 
mand to compel it can lie secured in 
no other way the legislature to enact 
a sane forest reservation law, and then 
for Hu stale to enforce it.

Attempts to Nullify Bonds 

While the New York attorneys were 
reviewing the proceedings and again 
while the state officials were investi¬ 
gating the validity of the bonds under¬ 
handed attempts were made to defeat 
the will of the people as expressed in 
voting the bonds.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of tlie simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette slump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible: if you can't put it 
out. get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

UNCERTAINTY OF BOND IN¬
